working girls' clubs admit all kinds

Socially 
the domestic is

ignored, slighted by every class ex- 
cept the day laborer. 


We are accustomed in the United 


States to think that-social dis- 
tinctions are of consequence only 
among 
the classes where wealth, 


breeding and education set the lines 
of demarkation. The fact is, how- 
ever, that the lower in the scale of 
intelligence, 
the 
more 
sharply 


marked are the lines, and the more 
conventional the judgment. Who 
is to change all this? Doubtless the 
maid herself, by efficiency, dignity 
and good sense can climb to the up- 
per grade of her own class and may 
attain to the society of sewing girls 
and working families of established 
position 
and 
reputation.

could be done by the 
intelligent 


mistress toward elevating the equal- 
ity and character of. domestic ser- 
vice by respectful recognition of the 
maid's individuality and aspira- 
tions.

while the'waitress and the cook must 
nceept the treatment accorded onlv 
to meiiials.

the social scale. 
Would it in any-

The atmosphere of con- 


descension is more intolerable than 
any livery or any cognomen.

ployer and can only be dispelled by 
her. 
If the employer treats the 


domestic respectfully, very shortly 
other people will do likewise.

maid objected 
seriously to being 


called by her first name by every 
butcher's and grocer's boy; her mis- 
tress, appreciating this sense of self- 
respect, referred to her in the pres- 
ence of tradesmen as "Miss 
. " 


W i t h i n three mouths the maid was 
"Miss" Lo all the people with whom 
she dealt. 


This phase of the ''servant prob- 


lem" 
will doubtless prove a dis- 


agreeable 
revelation to most 
em- 


ployers of domestic help, but the 
reasonableness of it is at once evi- 
dent, i There is a deplorable lack of 
courtesy on the 
part of employers 


that accounts in ;i large measure for 
the problem arisiiiL' from our do- 
mestic 
service. 
While exacting 


courtesy from her servants, the mis- 
tress of the bouse should not f a i l to 
extend to her the courtesy that, be- 
longs to every worthy woman, what- 
ever he her station.
